It is not 
cnown what It is that causes the 
water to take the shaiie it does as ice, 
icr why one crystal joins itself to an- 
other, nor even how these acts are por- 
oiuied, any more than it can explain 
the crystalfzation of rocks and why 
iiuirtz, for instance, seeks quartz and 
other minerals Iheir like. All we 
know is that the molecules of water 
are impelled to take a certain shape 
and then having crystallised, one crys- 
tal is attracted to another and they 
join, flic process is plain but the 
' why" is In vain. . 
Science gives the information that 


fifty percent, of the organic crystal- 
loids, twenty per cent, of the colloids, 
forty per cent, ot the mineral salts 
and ninety per cent, of the bacteria in 
water are excluded from the ice by 
tbe act of crystallisation. It was not, 
however, until the experiments of the 
Massachusetts State Board of Health 
in 1000 were reported with their sur- 
prising results that tbe bacteriologists 
and chemists of this county, at least, 
took particular note of these facts. 
The exierlments of the Massachusetts 
Board of Health were In freezing cans 
or palls of sewn 
the resulting ice 


and water on which it formed Wing 
examined chemically and bacterio- 
loglcally. The Ice was found to be 
more tlian ninety-eight per cent, 
purer than the water. Repeated ex- 
periments confirmed the first and the 
board then tried sewage diluted with 
various amounts of water and these 
tests tallied with the results on sew- 
age alone. The board then announced 
tuat Ice formed on water a part of 
which remained unfrozen ia from 
ninety-eight to 99.78 per cent, purer 
than the water Itself.
